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Range of Medical Service Cases 


The following report of a medical benefit subcommittee 
to the insurance committee for the area deals with a 
group of cases where it has been agreed that the services 
fall into the category of those involving special skill and 
experience : 


Under Clause 10 (2) of the Terms of Service for Insurance 
Practitioners a practitioner is not permitted to accept any tee 
or other remuneration in respect of any treatment given by 
him to a patient which is alleged to be not within the scope 
of the practitioner's obligations under the terms of service, 
unless within two days after the date on which the treatment 
is given he has furnished the committee with such particulars 
relating to that service as it may require. Five practi-, 
tioners have accordingly informed the committee that they 
have charged fees to insured persons in respect of the under- 
mentioned services, which they claim do not fall within the 
scope of medical benefit, and that, owing to their special 
skill and experience, they were competent to undertake such 
services: (i) psychotherapy for anxiety neurosis ; (ii) retino- 
scopy and prescribed spectacles ; (iii) diathermic fulguration 
for multiple pigmented moles ; (iv) ultra-violet radiation for 
eczema of both hands; (v) ultra-violet rays for nervous 
debility. 

In accordance with the regulations these cases have been 
referred to the local medical and panel committee, which has 
informed us that in its opinion the services as described fall 
into the category of services involving the application of 
special skill and experience of a degree or kind which general 
practitioners as a class cannot reasonably be expected to pos- 
sess, and that it has satisfied itself that the practitioners 
concerned possess the necessary skill and experience for the 
effective undertaking of such services. 


The insurance committee expressed agreement with the 
opinion of the local medical and panel committee. It is 
open to the Minister, notwithstanding the agreement be- 
tween the two committees, to refer the question, if he 
thinks fit to do so, to referees. There is in recent years 
a marked diminution in the number of cases so referred. 
Notwithstanding the stress laid upon the point that each 
decision is arrived at on the particular facts and does not 
therefore form a precedent, it is becoming evident that 
there has been established a useful group of cases affording 
guidance if not recognized as actual precedents. 

In another case dealt with at the same committee three 
forms, G.P. 45 (notifying a service claimed as specialist), 
have been accepted from a certain practitioner relative to 
the service of refraction of the eyes. Under a special 
and rather sensible arrangement these cases are merely 
notified to the Minister of Health instead of being referred 
as a matter of routine to the local medical committee. 
It has repeatedly been held that testing the eyes for 
refraction requires experience in carrying through the tests 
and judgement in interpreting the findings, which can be 
obtained and maintained only by constant practice not 
ordinarily afforded a general medical practitioner. 


Range of Service—Psychotherapy 


It will be noticed that psychotherapy appears in the 
report from which the above extract is made. As the 
relation of the general practitioner to psychotherapeutical 
treatment can hardly be said to have undergone any 
marked change within the last three or four years, it 
is worth recalling what was said in the report of referees 
to whom a case of psychotherapy was referred in 
1933.-It had been contended on behalf of the insur- 
ance committee that the treatment in this case did 
not involve the application of special skill and experi- 
ence. The referees stated that, having considered the 
evidence submitted to them, they were satisfied that the 
psychotherapeutical treatment given by Dr. C. in the 
four cases submitted did involve the application of special 
skill and experience of a degree or kind which general 
practitioners as a class cannot reasonably be expected to 
possess. The report proceeded as follows:

Having regard to some of the points which emerged ; 
course of argument before us, we desire to add the follow; 
comments. It may be that persons subject to a ps che 
neurosis are ill fitted to exercise that independent judgeaan 
which paragraph 9 (1) of the schedule contemplates re 
whether they shall be treated by their insurance doctor i 
elsewhere. Experience alone can show whether such Demmi 
will in fact be exploited, but if they were it would not alta 
our opinion that psychotherapy involves the application p 
special skill. The expression ‘“‘ skill,”’ having regard to its 
context, cannot in our view be limited to manual dexterity 
The improbability at the present time that general practi- 
tioners as a class will have the time or opportunity to become 
competent psychotherapeutists does not preclude the Possi- 
bility of a particular practitioner having that time and oppor. 
tunity, and showing that he has become competent. 

The required qualification indicated by the words (used in 
the regulations) ‘‘ special academic or post-graduate study " 
is not satisfied by proot of attendance at a course of lectures 
What will satisfy that requirement must depend upon the sub. 
ject of the study. Psychotherapy, which deals with mental 
as distinct from physical phenomena, requires the adaptation 
of the mind of the student to conceptions more intangible 
than those of general medical science, and great care must 
be taken betore a practitioner is neld to nave had “ special 
study ’’ within the meaning of the regulations. 


A Patient Applying to His Old Doctor after Removal 


The following note on a recent case may be useful as 
a guide in similar circumstances. 

An insured person on the list of a doctor removed out 
of the district in which that doctor practised, although 
the actual distance was about a quarter of a mile, and 
had not taken any steps to get on another doctor’s list, 
The doctor was advised that he was under no obligation to 
visit the patient, but that he should recommend him to 
secure the services of another doctor. If the patient not- 
withstanding this still required his old doctor’s services the 
practitioner was at liberty to charge a fee, but for any 
treatment immediately needed he would be well advised 
not to make the payment of a fee a condition of his 
attendance. (There is an analogous provision with regard 
to treatment immediately needed in Clause 5 (2) of the 
terms of service, which provides that a practitioner who 
declines to accept an applicant for inclusion in his list is 
required ‘‘ in addition to providing any treatment immedi- 
ately needed ’’ to take steps to enable the applicant to be 
accepted by or assigned to another practitioner.) 


The Best Interest of the Patient 


Clause 8 (2) of the terms of service provides that in a 
case of emergency the practitioner is required to render 
whatever services are, having regard to circumstances, in 
the best interest of the patient. This requirement no 
doubt refers primarily to the possibility that in a serious 
emergency a practitioner may have to render a service 
which, except as a matter of urgent necessity, he would 
refer to a hospital or specialist. He has to decide whether 
it is in the best interest of the patient—for example, to 
operate at once to the best of his ability. It is interesting 
to note, however, from the following report to an insurance 
committee that the reference to the best interest of the 
patient is sometimes regarded as having a wider signifi- 
cance. The facts in the case are sufficiently indicated in 
the course of examination of the question of the doctors 
responsibility, as set out in the following report. 

Examining this case in the light of the various provisions 
under the regulations, it appears that, as it presented itself

° insured person was suffering pain at the time she saw the 
ads and, moreover, that when he referred her to 
et doctor he was by no means certain that she would be 
pas by that doctor for some hours. Further, he sent her on 
a possibly fruitless errand, as he had no guarantee that the 
doctor would accept her for inclusion in his list. He took no 
steps to acquaint that doctor of his action. It was easily 
open to him to telephone to the second doctor and to tell him 
that he was sending, or proposing to send, a patient to him. 
This would have elicited one of two things—namely, (1) that 
the second doctor would be at home to receive the patient or 
(2) that he would not be available. In the event of the latter 
being the case the respondent practitioner could have dealt 
with the case either by providing some form of emergency 
treatment himself or by sending her to a hospital. Instead 
of acquainting the second doctor of his action, however, he 
merely told the patient to go to an address and gave her no 
instruction of any kind as to what she should do in the event 
of her not being able to find the doctor. He might at least 
have done, or attempted to do, something for the patient’s 


e was suffering 


comfort, and have informed her that in the event of the doctor 
to whom he referred her not being available she could come 
back to him to have the fracture set. 

With regard to the practitioner's view that the emergency 
had passed, we think that the construction to be placed on 
the words “‘ best interest of the patient ’’ in Clause 8 (2) of 
the terms of service involves something more than a_profes- 
sional consideration, and, reviewing the whole of the circum- 
stances of this case and the action taken by the practitioner 
therein, we are of opinion that the practitioner failed to do all 
that he might have done in the best interest of the insured 
person. 


The Strength of Approved Societies’ Funds 


Sir Kingsley Wood, the Minister of Health, at the 
annual conference of the National Federation of Rural 
Approved Societies recently held, said that the national 
insurance scheme was a vital part of our health services. 
It was strong financially, it worked with smoothness and 
regularity, and it had been adopted by twelve other 
nations. There were to-day no fewer than 18 million 
insured persons, and the value of benefits disbursed since 
the inception of the insurance scheme amounted to some 
£560 millions. The result of the fourth valuation of the 
approved societies was better than many had dared to 
anticipate. The aggregate result, after making provision 
for the continuance of all statutory benefits under the 
scheme, was a surplus of no less than £30 millions. 
Some £16 millions of this had been set free to provide 
insured persons with additional benefits during the new 
valuation period now current. This great provision, 
together with the recent restoration to some 200,000 
persons of their title to health insurance benefits, was a 
considerable contribution to the better health of the 
working population. 


THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION AT OXFORD 


The Annual Exhibition in connexion with the Oxford 
Meeting of the British Medical Association was most 
fortunate in its location. It was held at Morris Garages, 
only a short walk from the Town Hall and Christ Church, 
and the seventy stands were so compactly arranged that 
the visitor could see everything with the least possible 
fatigue. In the Supplement of July 4th (p. 16) we were 
able, with the co-operation of many of the exhibitors, to 
report on a large part of the Exhibition in advance. The 
present notice only fills up the inevitable blanks in such 
a record, and refers to exhibits which for one reason or 
another it was not possible to mention in the earlier 
account. 


Surgical and Diagnostic Appliances 


A comprehensive display of surgical and diagnostic 
instruments was shown by John Bell and Croyden. The 
Amold operation table, with chromium-plated top and 
fittings, appeared in an improved model. One of the 
newest items was the anaesthetic inhaler designed by 
Mr. Young Simpson for use in midwifery and described 
mn our issue of July 4th (p. 18). The Genito-Urinary 
Manufacturing Co., Ltd., showed their Brompton Hos- 
pital model of a universal operating table and an electro- 
surgical diagnostic table. Among the other instruments 
was one for pulmonary lobectomy designed by the late 
Mr. H. P. Nelson. The Surgical Manufacturing Co., Ltd., 


* drew attention to a novel syringe set, suitable for all 


Purposes, a range of rectal and vaginal speculums, and 
the latest closed circuit anaesthetic apparatus. The usual 
Patterns of surgical instruments of high-class manufacture 
appeared on the stand of John Weiss and Son, Ltd., who 
also exhibited an electric sterilizer of new design, some 
special ophthalmic instruments, and the Moorfields port- 
able diathermy outfit. 
Ophthalmoscopes and retinoscopes to suit all require- 
ments were to be seen at the stand of Melson Wingate, 
ltd., also a range of glasses for special purposes, including 
Everest goggles. The acousticon for the deaf was again 
shown by General Acoutics, Ltd. Every year these aids 


a 


seem to become less conspicuous, neater, and more easily 
used. With the new multipitch bone conductor it is 
claimed that even the ‘‘ stone deaf’’ can hear well, 
provided there is no inner ear defect. 

A very attractive feature of the stand of Ilford, Ltd., 
was the display of Dufaycolor photomicrographs and 
clinical photographs, illustrating the capacities of this 
wonderful colour process. X-ray workers had an oppor- 
tunity of testing the reintroduced fluorazure type of 
intensifying screen, giving a higher intensity of fluores- 
ence than calcium tungstate. 


Dressings and Other Products 


Antiphlogistine dressings, alone or combined with 
various special preparations, were shown again by the 
Denver Chemical Manufacturing Company, including their 
haemorrhoidal suppositories. Edward Taylor, Ltd., 
showed various makes of flexoplast, a trade name for 
their bandages and plasters. The elastic adhesive 
bandages are supplied in a variety of sizes from one to 
six inches in width and five to six yards long. For 
orthopaedic and extension purposes the flexoplast ortho- 
paedic strapping was recommended. In addition to their 
usual sphygmomanometers and clinical thermometers, 
Short and Mason, Ltd., showed on this occasion a passive 
vascular exerciser for pneumatic massage of the limb in 
the treatment of arterial obstruction. Supports for all 
kinds of abdominal and postural conditions were again 
shown at the stand of S. H. Camp and Co., Ltd. 

Medical and surgical products of animal origin, in the 
form of liver extract, pituitary, and other endocrine 
products, mixed gland preparations, as well as ligatures 
and sutures, were features of the stand of Armour and 
Co., Ltd. The chief place was taken by a concentrated 
fluid extract of calf liver and a concentrated liver liquid 
for parenteral administration. Another large range of 
glandular products was shown by Organon Laboratories. 
These included pregnyl, the gonadotropic hormone of 
pregnancy, and pernaemon forte, a protein-free injectable 
liver extract. Glaxo Laboratories, Ltd., showed their 
comprehensive proprietary food farex, which is not 
advertised to the general public. Other preparations

WHAT IS PRIVATE PRACTICE? 


Str,—Dr. Alfred Cox’s definition of private practice is very 
ingenious, as is his use of it to prove that Public Medical 
Service is private practice. It will deceive no one, or I might 
be tempted to use a stronger epithet. Leaving out the lofty 
ideal of promoting the health of the nation, the primary 
object of the Public Medical Service is to forestall the inclusion 
of the families of the insured under the National Health 
Insurance Acts. The immediate effect is the same as that 
which the multiple shops have on the independent trader. 
It is a working agreement between certain general practi 
tioners to provide treatment on certain terms which are 
attractive to the class of patients concerned, and if successful ° 
must rob general practitioners outside the service by under: 
selling. So long as its activities are confined to the N.HI. 
class the damage is limited, although it is obvious that its 
members will be in the best position when and if the State 
steps in. But the extension to the public with a highe 
income limit is much more serious, and if successful must, 4 
Dr. Maple states, ultimately wipe out the private practitioner, 
If the majority of us wish this it has to be, but don’t let ws 
have any more pretence about it than we have over any other 
trade working agreement in any other trade.—I am, ete.,
